shot of the various Japanese outposts. ‘here 

‘effective Japanese occupation of the ports, 
and certain’ inland ities, but the conclusion 
eannot be avoided that’ the extent of the 
Success is in no way’ commensurate with 
the great outlay in life and treasure which 
this adventure in China has without a doubt 
cost them. 

Reports ot conditions in that Japan show 
that 1t3 economy has been placed under an 
enormous strain, that the people are suffer- 
ing, hardships. which are scarcely to be, ex- 
pected of a nation’ which claims to -have 
Waged a successful war with the Chinese. 
‘The estimated cost in money of the “China

matter. What was expected to be a short 
shaxp struggle, yielding Japan rich returns 
‘in the north, has through the determination 
of the Chinese developed into a struggle the 
end of which is not in sight, and so far a 
the National Government is’ concerned will 
not be in sight until China is freed of the 
invading hordes. These hostilities have had 
the effect of crystallizing Chinese patriotism 
in a way: which has never before been seen, 
and thore is arising a new China which will 
see that its destinies shail never be denied 
it by the actions of an alien race. 

‘Surely there {s a lesson in this which Japan 
would do well to bear in-mind when con-

qulte ready ‘and willing to meet all de- 
mands in the nature of force which may be 
jade of them, “What is more Japan will find 
them just as’ determined in the defence of 
their interests as the Chinese have been in 
the defence of thelr national integrity. In 
+ all this there is no bluff. Tt there are people 
in Tokyo who believe contrarily they are due 
for a sad awakening should they get them= 
selves into a position whence there can be 
no withdrawal, and the best advice to. the 
Japanese at this juncture is to refrain from 
attempting to bite off more than they can

THE MARSHAL’S SPEECH 
Aug: 14, 

If Marshal Petain had not already made 
his position clear. he thas left no room for 
doubt as to what is the policy he intends to 
follow with regard to the reconstruction ef 
France, It is well on the way 10 becoming! 
a Fascist state which will closely collaborate 
with Hitler in his attempt to establish a new, 
order in Europe. The Marshal looks forward 
to escaping from the temporary relations with| 
Germany and Italy created by the armistice 
in order to establish "more stable ties without | 
which the European order cannot ‘be ‘built 
That very definitely indicates that the Vichy 
Government contemplates entering the Axi 
‘camp, pethaps not as an active ally. but at 
least’ as a collaborator. ‘The rift between| 
France and her former ally is about complete, 
In addition there is a grave danger of the 
worsening of French “relations with. the| 
United States because the Government of the 
latter, country fully realizes. the trend of 
Vichy's policy. and’ Marshal Petain's ‘broad 
feast "does. nothing to" amend. that under 
standing. 

He has informed the public of the United 
States "that parliamentary democracy in 
France is dead, explaining that it was never 
‘quite the same’as that of the people he was 
Addressing. But it is clear from the rest of 
his speech that in its place an authoritarian 
Government is to be established completely 
foreign to those ideals which inspired. the 
French ‘revolution and brought freedom to a 
people which had tong suffered under the 
monarchy, “What he contemplates is 
tyranny benevolent,” perhaps, but never" 
theless a tyranny. This falling’ into line ‘with 
Germany may be the precursor of a. more 
active cooperation with the enemy: and it 
will not be surprising if in the not too distant 
future it is found that Admiral Darlan will 
have achieved -his. ambition of completely 
going ‘over to Germany. and assisting that, 
country in her fight with the democracies. 
‘There is a group of men in France who 10 
further, their own ends would willingly do 
s0, and the Admiral and Laval are quite 
ready to give them the lead. 

‘The establishment of Admiral Darlan as 
Minister for Defence placing. him. above 
General Weygand is in {tseif signifeant. Tt 
{is not known ‘what the General's attitude is, 
hut it is quite apparent that the reason for: 
the change is to ensure full authority over; 
‘him and prevent. if possible: his taking any 
separate action in the event of Vichy doing 
something of which he may disapprove, It 
is believed that he is strongly in favour of| 
maintaining the ‘integrity of the French 
colonial empire- but the infiltration of Ger- 
‘mans into the areas under his command, and| 
the possibility of their granted bases 
for action against Great Britain. and even= 
tually the United States are things which may, 
render his position in the near future more| 
than a little uneasy. "That is a danger which| 
‘Marshal Petain has said nothing to minimize, 
There are undoubtedly men in. France 
aoimated by ‘shame. and envy” ot Great 
ritain who would willingly go to

‘There is much to be sald for the belief 
that the German push into southern Ukraine

THE EIGHTH WEEK 


Aug. 18. 

At the end of the eighth week of the Ger~ 
man invasion of Russia, the third German 
offensive -was ‘reaching’ the height of its 
ferescendo, with the Russians admitting in- 
tense fighting on all fronts, In the Ukraine, 
the Germans appear to have made some ad- 
vance, but it is generally conceded that the 
Russiin armies are retiring in good order, 
fand that the Germans have failed of achiev- 
ing that annihilation which they have been 
promising the world they would inflict upon 
their opponents, ‘The loss of territory which 
the Russians have been obliged to yield can- 
not be lightly disposed of, even though the 
Germans themselves aver that. territorial 
gains are not their first objective, but the 
areas they have succeeded in penetrating are 
industrially "and agriculturally. rich. Yet 
they are being paid for at enormous cost to 
the invaders, ‘and it 1s possible that when 
the truth of the expensiveness of this cam~ 
palgn to the Germans comes to be known 
{the world will find it difficult to believe that 
men could so ruthlessly slaughter thelr fel- 
lows for what up to the present have been 
very shallow successes, 

Even if the recent Russian claims regard- 
jing the losses they say they inflicted 
fupon the enemy have to some extent to be 
Aiscounted,—there is no real reason why th 
should be, in view of the comparative trut 
of the Russian communiqués as compared 
with the blatant lying of the Germans —it 
is still clear that the price the Germans have 
been paying in men’ and material far out 
weighs any benefits they can hope immediate- 
ly to receive from thelr temporary gains 
against the Soviet. ‘The latest claims by the 
Russians is that. Hitler started his offensive 
‘with 170 divisions, of which sixty were mobile 
and twenty-six tank divisions. According to 
Soviet reckoning twenty-five per cent. of the 
mobile divisions have been destroyed oF 
crippled, and, if that figure is accepted as 
covering the’ whole of the German. foret 
‘engaged, the Russian claim that the German: 
have suffered one-and-haif millions of casual- 
tes would not seem to be far off the mark. 
It hag to be remembered that the German: 
have been obliged to-attack Russians in. de: 
fence works, and it is well known ¢hat in 
such circumstances the ‘attackers. must ox- 
peet to suffer heavier casualties than the de- 
fenders. 

One feature of the latest’ reports is parti= 
jeularly noticeable. ‘The Germans appear to 
‘be abandoning in some sectors the practice of 
Griving deep wedges into the Russian post~ 
tions by means of tanks, followed "up by 
mobile masses, and to have reverted to the 
older practice of co-ordinating tanks, infant- 
zy and artillery supported by the alr arm, 
‘One of the disadvantages of their favourite 
method, which at any rate for the time being 
appears to have been dropped, is that, the 
Russians followed the practice of permitting 
the tanks to go through and then attacked 
the mobile support from the flanks with the 
result that the, tanks were left isolated, and 
the following troops elther hold up or’ des 
froyed. “The fact that the German command 
is thus practising more economy than it did 
in the earlier days of the campaign suggests 
that the progress of the fighting has forced 
them to more prudent courses, and that, the 
wastage which is being inflicted upon them 
is having its effect upon the decisions of the 
‘German high command. ‘That seems to sub= 
stantiate the Russian claim that the losses 
{inflicted upon the enemy's mobile divisions” 
has been such as to give the Germans food 
for rueftl thought, 

There are not many weeks more to be 
passed before the unfavourable weather sé 
Son sets in, and the intensity of the present 
fighting is’undoubtedly due to a désire on 
‘the part of the German command to force 
‘a, decision as quickly as possible. On the 
other hand. the Russian ‘commanders are 
playing'a waiting ‘game, and have up to the 
present evaded every German attempt to en= 
irele them or-to oblige them to retreat in 
Aisorder. Nothing has as yet appeared in 
the despatches, ‘save, trom German soure 
to suggest that the Soviet commands ha 
not managed to maintain complete control 
over the forces under them, and, while the 
‘Germans have inflicted some’ substantial local 
defeats upon the Russians, there has been 
none to suggest that the latter have not been 
able to maintain themselves. intact, but in 
fighting a “desperate rearguard action ‘have 
made their enemy pay dearly for every mile 
of the advance he has effected. “The Rus- 
sians have proved themselves to’ be splendid. 
fighters while thelr equipment has been a

Primeval expanding gas) to a separation into 
Tnany vast clouds of stai-gas, of differing 
"shapes and sizes, but each containing many 
‘billlons (US. ‘These clouds. set

the form of flattened’ revolving “discs” of 
star-gas; in cases their mutual attrac 
tions drew “arms” outward from them, which 
“took a spiral form as the clouds rotated. These

‘mutual distances do not very greatly 
exceed thelr own diameters: they are the 
‘spiral nebule, forming “island universes,” 
of which our’ own galaxy or Milky Way, 
Inotuding the stars visible to the naked eye 
in the night sky, is one example.

“the centre, where the heat could least easily 
escape outwards through the overlying strata, 
‘The internal heat made the stars luminous, 
at first only with a dull red glow, later rising:

no further nuclear generation of heat: the 
declining pressure of radiation struggling 
through to the surface can no longer support 
‘the pressure of the outer layers, and contrac 
tion proceeds far faster. ‘The tadius may at 
last become as small as that of the earth, 
‘or even less, though the mass may be im- 
Mmensely greater; the density therefore rises: 
fo high values (a few tons per cubic inch).
